Im p r e s s iv e C e re m o n ie s H e ld in th e C ity 
o f B a ltim o re . 
B a ltim o r e , November 10th.—The most 
im portant group of events in the history of 
the Catholic Church in America was cele­ 
brated here this morning. It was the com­ 
mencem ent of the triple celebration of the 
hundredth anniversary of ihe appointm ent 
of the first American Catholic Bishop, the 
inauguration of the first congress of Catholic 
laymen held in the United States and the 
dedication of the new National University 
for Catholics. 
Ten thousand strangers 
were in Baltimore to witness the spectacle 
—four tim es as many people, not counting 
the local Catholics, as could possible be ac­ 
commodated in the local cathedral, where 
the initial scenes were to be witnessed. 
The hall in which the priests assembled 
was elaborately decorated. 
Above 
the 
doors were the Papal colors—yellow and 
white—and over these stretching upward 
to the eaves were great stream ers of red, 
white and blue. 
W hen all was ready 600 clergy, walking 
two and two, emerged, clad in white sur­ 
plice and black cassock and berettas. 
A t the doorway of the Cardinal’s house 
aud leading up the broad steps,with sabres 
and polished helm ets glittering in the 
bright m orning sunlight, were double lines 
of guards. 
H ere again the Papal colors 
and the stars and stripes were interm in­ 
gled. 
In all directions the streets seemed filled 
with people, and the open windows of the 
surrounding 
dwellings 
each had their 
quota. 
Presently, while 
the 
white-surpliced 
priests were opening the ranks, a mass of 
pnrple-enveloped figures were seen in the 
Cardinal’s doorway. 
It was a gathering of 
nearly all the Catholic Bishops and A rch­ 
bishops in the United States, with repre­ 
sentatives from Mexico, Canada, England 
and Rome. 
The prela'es now came forth from the 
big portico in pairs, and as each two 
stepped into the street their robes were 
caught up by dim inutive altar boys in 
waiting. 
Here and there among the silken purple 
vestments of the Bishops could be seen the 
coarse brown or white garb of the bearded 
Abbott. 
Through 
the 
long 
lines of 
pries's the prelates threaded their way 
all around the square to the m ain entrance 
of the Cathedral. 
The rear of the procession was brought 
up by Archbishop Johan, of Chicago, who 
im m ediately preceded the golden-vestured 
cross bearer, followed by two spare, slight- 
looking men almost hidden in dazzling 
scarlet. 
The two men in scarlet were the 
Cardinals of Rome. The church in Am er­ 
ica was represented by Cardinals Gibbons, 
of Baltimore, and Taschereau, of Quebec. 
Eight acolytes upheld their long vestmeuts, 
and surrounding them were their Mon- 
signors with Papal delegates O’Connell and 
Satolli, of Rome. 
W ithin the Cathedral, ten m inutes later, 
the scene was simply magnificent. The 
pews throughout the church were crowded 
lo their utm ost with the laity. 
In striking contrast with the dark clothed 
aggregation thus formed, were the aisles in 
the center, front aud sides, packed with the 
snow-white surpliced priests. 
Against both the laity aud priests shone 
the purple r a D k s of the prelates. 
In the 
sanctuary, on either side, was the dais for 
the Cardinals. 
A t the high aliar stood the m itred cele­ 
brant of mass, Archbishop W illiams, of 
Boston; and over all wss the great white 
and gold dome of ihe cathedral. At the 
consecration post the Cardinals advanced 
from the sides, the Monsignors bowiDg 
themselves low, knelt at the priedeux. 
facing the altar. 
Back ot them was a row 
of richly arrayed acolytes bearing lighted 
bronze torches. 
As soon as Cardinal Gibbons retired to 
his dais the reporters in the improvised 
press gallery noticed for the first time, not 
six feet away from 
him , in the sa*c- 
tuary, among the Abbots and other special 
dignitaries, the black face of Father Tolton. 
of Chicago, the first colored Catholic priest 
ordained in America. 
Probably the m ost impressive part of the 
mass, next to the consecration, was the 
conferring of the Papal bfessing. 
Mass ended with a special intercession 
for the Pope, chanted by all the clergy. 
Ttie first oration of the centenary was 
delivered by Arch-bishop Ryan of Phila­ 
delphia. The patriotic spirit of the Arch­ 
bishop’s address and his tribute to the 
recent devotee of the colored people and 
Indians seemed to awaken general enthus­ 
iasm, but the most telling 
effect was 
aroused when he vindicated the rights of 
Catholic editors, if need be, to freely com­ 
m ent on the failings of the clergy. 
In the course of his adoress Archbishop 
Ryan said : "O f all the false charges alleged 
against the Cathlic Church, the most sense­ 
less and unfounded is that she fears science 
and is an enemy of education. 
H er oppo­ 
nents alm ost in the same breath charge her 
with being a foe at once and a monopolizer 
of education, and yet the last m an in the 
world to fear intellectual progress, whether 
popular or individual, is the Catholic. 
"H e well knows that truth is oDe, and 
that God cannot contradict in revelations of 
a day entered into by a secret society agaiDst 
a handful of their fellow citizens. 
Few 
people realize how much indirect benefit 
this cowardly opposition was to the Church 
during the briel hut inglorious existence of 
a party prophetically named at its birth 
‘Know-Nothing.’ 
"T he thoughtful men of the nation who 
opposed this party were driven into the 
ranks of the church’s defenders. 
Im ­ 
portant conversions and the clearing away 
of much ignorance and prejudice were the 
results of the civil war, which so retarded 
the nation and all religious institutions, in ­ 
cluding our own, and Bplit up all non­ 
Catholic denominations into N orthern and 
Southern organizations, showed forth the 
united power of the Catholic Church and 
also exhibited her marvelous and well-reg­ 
ulated charity. 
Hence, since the war, there 
is a great change in popular sentim ent 
in 
relation 
to 
the 
Catholic 
Cburcb. 
In addition to this, 
it 
m ust be re­ 
membered that Catholics 
aud 
Protest­ 
ants now associate more frequently aDd 
intim ately, and understand each other bet­ 
ter. 
But we m ust also bear iu mind there 
are statistics of losses known only to the 
m ind of God; that m any have fallen away. 
I believe that in the last century we could 
have done more for the colored people in 
the South and the Indian tribes. 
I am not 
unm indful of the zeal and lim ited re­ 
sources for its exercise by the Southern 
Bishops, nor the great self-sacrifice of In­ 
dian Missionaries; but as I believe that 
negro slavery aDd unjust treatm ent of the 
Indians are the two great blots upon 
American civilization, so I feel that in the 
church also the most reasonable cause for 
regret in the past century is the fact that 
more could have been done for the same 
dependent classes. 
“ Let us now in the nam e of God resolve 
to m ake reparation for those shortcoming/ 
of the past. A magnificent future is befor* 
the church in this country if we are only 
true to our cnuD try and to ourselves." 
The Archbishop continued, addressing 
the laity: “ And on this great historic oc­ 
casion you m ust not be mere observers, but 
we tract yonr representatives will speak 
out freely and fearlessly in the lay con­ 
gress which forms so interesting a feature 
at this centennial celebration. 
“You know how false is the charge of 
the enemies of the church that you are 
priest-ridden. 
The clergy did not fear the 
light of day, and if mistakes were m ade by 
Catholic editors regarding their ac’s, it was 
not all an evil, for it clearly showed the 
rightful independence of Catholic jonrnal- 
ists.” 
The Archbishop 
gave statistics 
of the church during the century, as fol­ 
lows; 


"W1 e i Bishop Carroll was consecrated 
in 17!Xt, the entire 
population of the 
United States was 
little 
more 
than 
4,000,000. 
The 
Catholic 
population 
was 
estimated 
at 
40 000. 
There 
is 
now a Catholic population 
of 
9,000.­ 
000; 
8,000 priests, 
10,500 churches aLd 
chapels. 27 seminaries and 650 colleges aDd 
academies, and over 3 OOO parish schools. 
"The retuarkable statistics quoted become 
marvelous when we consider the antago­ 
nism of the great majority of the people to 
the Catholic Church. 
“As in pagan times, in the history of this 
country the Catholic Church’s perfect or­ 
ganization was feared as possibly dangerous 
to the State, as a great and num erous party 
afraid to act in the open.” 
The rendering of the 7 cDium by the choir 
and orchestra brought 
the 
memorable 
strviceto a close. 
This afternoon there was a banquet at 
which all the visiting prelates were pres­ 
ent.

C h ic ag o , November 10.h.—The A narch­ 
ist memorial celtbratiod to-day was very 
tame. In fact the only noteworthy inci­ 
dent was furnished by Mrs. Lucy Parsons, 
who, iu defiance of the police prohibiiion 
of red flags, hung one from the window of 
her residence. 
A policeman w a s sent to notify her to 
take it down. 
"T h is is a free country,” 
said Mrs. Parsons, ’’ W hy can’t I wave ihe 
flag of my doctrine ?” 
" Because m y or­ 
ders are to pull it d o w D ,” said the police­ 
man, and without further parley he tore 
down the flag and took it to the station. 
The dav at W oldheim Cemetery was 
dreary and cold. From the crowd of 5.000 
last year the attendance to-day had dw in­ 
dled to less than 2 000, and of this num ber 
not a few were merely curious spectators. 
The floral decorations were profuse and 
beautiful, but the only inscription which 
had any tinge oí the old-time style was 
one reading, "M urdered, but Still Alive.” 
During the exercises, Miss Spies, Mrs. 
Schwab and Mrs. Fischer stood at the head 
of the graves, while Mrs. Parsons, sitting 
on the dam p ground by her husband’s 
grave with her little boy by her side, aban­ 
doned herself to tears. 
After musical selections, C. J. Clemens of 
Topeka, Kansas, stepped fotward and an­ 
nounced himself an American Anarchist, 
and although he understood his life was in 
danger in Chicago he had determined to 
have his say. 
Clemens then abused the laws and the 
authorities in a mild way. 
Paul G rottkau spoke in a much m ilder 
vein than last year. 
H is address was prin­ 
cipally devoted to th e ’’crimes of the aris­ 
tocracy.” 
"Only through blood, ’ said he, 
“can white slavery be aboiished. D on't 
imagine we are at peace. 
W e are at war 
with the existing conditions. 
Of course 
we can’t have a battle every day, hut en­ 
ergy ol forces will gather and an inevitable 
contLct, in which we hope to be successful, 
will come.” 
Two other brief speeches were made. 
No disturbances occurred throughout the 
day. 
Indeed, the lack of the enthusiasm 
which generally characterizes Anarchisl 
gatherings was the chief feature.

WESTERN INDIAN RESERVATIONS. 


C ongress W ill Be A6ked to P ass 
Daws R estricting E ncroach­ 
m ent o f W hites.

IN D IA N A G E N C Y . 


C o n d itio n a n d R e q u ire m e n ts o f P a c ific 
C o a st R e s e rv a tio n s . 
W a s h in g to n , November 10;h.—The re­ 
port of tbe Commissioner on Indian Affairs 
is m ade public to-night. 
It is rather 
voluminous, aud starts off with a list of cer­ 
tain “convictious” which a Commissioner 
unacquainted with Indian questions m ight 
be expected to entertain. 
The subject of Indian education, the 
allotm ent of lands and of Indian hospitals 
are thoroughly discussed. 
U nder the head of depredation claims it 
is shown that there is pending in the In ­ 
dian office claims to the am ount of $15,­ 
888 680, and that the paym ent has been 
recommended to Congress of $992,157. 
T he discussion of the propostd consoli­ 
dation of Iloopa valley w ith tbe Mission 
agency has been going on since 1877. The 
H oopa valley agency has been under the 
charge of an arm y officer, and no appro­ 
priation has been made by Congress for an 
agent of the proposed consolidation. 
The report says this change appears to 
be odd, but full of expediency. 
Under the Hoopa Valley Agency are 
two reservations, thirty miles apart. Tbe 
Hoopa valley reserve contains nearly 90,­ 
000 acres, and ¡3 the home of about 500 In ­ 
dians, and tbe Klamath river reserve con­ 
tains about 26000 acres, and is occupied by 
about 200 Indians. 
The Hoopa valley Indians have become 
practically self-supporting, and are m ak­ 
ing progress towards civilization. By their 
own labors they are provided with food, 
clothing, agricultural im plem ents, stock, 
etc , and from the m ilitary post they have 
received assistance in tra n sD o rtin g their 
produce to the m arket and bringing back 
supplies, and iu obtaining opportunities tor 
paid labor. The K lam ath river Indians 
uepend in a great measure on fishing and 
lumbering. They suffer m uch from tres­ 
passers on their fishing grounds. They 
have easy access to in to x ic a n ts, and there­ 
fore need to be constantly w ithin reach of 
an agent who has experience, energy and 
good sense. 
Tbe duties resting on the agent of the 
Mission and Tule R iver (consolidated) 
Agency before this change would seem to 
have been sufficiently onerous, without 
adding the care ot another agency, for he 
already has three distinct and widely-sep­ 
arated tribes and reservations under his 
supervision, viz.. The Mission Indians, who 
constitute the Mission Agency proper, and 
num ber about 3,000. 
T heir num erous 
reseivations, aggregating 
about 
162,000 
acres are all surrounded by white settlers, 
who have for years trespassed therein aud 
still continue io do so. The agent should 
be with them as m uch as possible, in order 
to look after their rights. 
The Tule River 
Indians, who num ber about 150, their 
reservation containing about 50.0G0 acres, 
and is located some 150 m iles north of the 
Mission Agency. They are under the su­ 
pervisión of U. A. Farm er, and the agent 
can spare them but little of his time, wiiich 
is uutortunate, since they need careful over­ 
sight, because their reservation is not well 
adapted to agriculture and the laborers are 
obliged to earn their livelihood by working 
lor surrounding whites, where they are 
brought in contact with whisky and other 
demoralizing influences. 
T he Y um a Indians’ reservation of 500,­ 
000 acres is located about 125 miles south 
of the Mission Agency. 
They are natur­ 
ally peaceful and easily managed, but there 
are no white employes allowed for them , 
and the Agent cannot visit them often. 
They are not improving. 
Hoopa Valley Agency is 900 miles distant 
from the Mission Agency, and the only 
practicable route thereto is from Colton to 
San Francisco. 540 miles; thence by sea to 
Eureka, 230 miles; thence by ferry to A r­ 
eata, -12 miles; thence to the North Fork of 
Mad river by rail, 10 miles, and thence to 
the agency, 30 miles by horseback over a 
pack trail. 
The withdrawal of the army officer now 
in charge at Hoopa Valley will necessitate 
the appointm ent of some one to superin­ 
tend the affairs, and a properly qualified 
person cannot probably be obtained for less 
than $1,200 per annum . 
This will be an 
entirely new expenditure. 
In view of 
these facts Captain W illiam E. Dougherty, 
who has been in charge of the Hoopa Val­ 
ley Agency for the past three years, has 
been allowed 
to rem ain nom inally in 
charge until the present time. 
I believe that the best interests of the 
Government and of the Indians would be 
promoted by a separation of the Hoopa 
Valley Agency from the Mission Tule 
River Agency. 
Of the Mission Indians in California, 
the report speaks as follows; 
“For tbe 
last sixteen years the difficulties which 
surrounded these Indians, the uncertain 
tenure by which they hold their lands, and 
the unjust treatm ent to which they have 
been subjected, have received the careful 
consideration of this office, and have been 
frequently alluded to in i;s annual reports. 
" Various measures of relief have been de­ 
vised and subm itted lo Congress without 
avail. 
As far as practicable under existing 
laws, intruders have been removed from 
their reservations and their right to occupy 
the lands ’n private grants has been m ain­ 
tained through the Courts. 
“ The principal feature of tbe bill for tbeir 
relief was tbe authorization of the appoint­ 
m ent of a Commission of three disinter 
ested persons to arrange a jnst and satisfac­ 
tory settlement of these Indians on reserv­ 
ations to be secured to them by patent. 
W ithout such a Commission it is im pos­ 
sible to m ake any satisfactory adjustm ent 
of their difficulties, orto determ ine the just 
rights of while settlers. 
“This bill will be again subm itted to Con­ 
gress this session.” 
The report contains a long recital of the 
condition of affairs in Round valley, Cali­ 
fornia, going carefully 
over the whole 
ground, with a history of the efforts on the 
part of settlers to secure the reservation. 
In conclusion, the Commissioner says: 
“ W hatever may be the result of the suits 
now pending, it is clear th at tbe occupants 
of the lands covered by former judgm ent of 
Court cannot be dispossessed until they have 
been paid for all of their improvements, 
and that any successful attem pt to eject the 
occupants ot other lands will result in the 
first parties increasing their holdings aLd 
themselves occupying all the reservation. 
“ Under the conditions at present existing, 
notbiDg further can be done to restore tbe 
Indians to their possessions, and unless 
something is done by the next Congress it 
seems probable that tbe struggle to secure 
to the Indians the land set apart for their 
use iu 1856, and which has continued for 
over thirty years withont any m aterial re­ 
sult, will end in a total failure. 
“A bill will be again prepared forsubmis- 
sion to Congress at its next session, and 
although the history of the attem pts here­ 
tofore made to secare legislation is fnll of 
discouragement, I trust that some action 
m ay be taken to enable the D epartm ent to 
remove, in some degree, the stigma resting 
upon tbe Government on account ol its 
failure to properly protect and defend its 
hopeless and hapless wards. 
W ithout fur­ 
ther legislation nothing will be accom­ 
plished, and the present extraordinary and 
disgraceful state of affairs will be continued 
for another gent ration.” 
The report then discussed the finances 
and other m atters incident to the Indian 
service. 
The increase of circulation of silver cer­ 
tificates was about $56 000,000, having kept 
pace with the two previous years. Of this 
sum $3.000,000 was in new issues and the 
rem ainder was taken from cash in the 
treasury. 
The coinage ofstandard silver dollars ha-, 
proceeded w ithout any incident worthy of 
rem ark. 
W ithont m uch change in the 
am ount in circulation there is a tendency 
toward a decrease. The shipm ent to and 
from the treasury have been about as 


usual, but in consequence of the lieavy 
m uvements necessary for storage the ex­ 
penses of handling havereceutly been con­ 
siderable. As the efforts to increase tbe 
circulation have proved futile, no extra­ 
ordinary inducem ents have been held out 
to the public to take them , and it is sug­ 
gested that it m ight be well to stop paying 
the cost of transportation from the treas 
ury, not only as a m easure of economy, 
but also as a possible means of checking 
the too ready return of the coins to the 
treasury. 
I lit is claimed that in this way silver dol­ 
lars would have the advantage of being 
held strictly on a par with other currency, 
while the step would not give the public 
anv just cause for complaint. 
During the year the national banks w ith­ 
drew $06,340 900 of their bonds held by th* 
treasury as security for circulating notes on 
public money. The deposits am ounted to 
$25.243.700. There remained at the close 
of the year $143,121,450 belonging to 3.262 
banks as security for circulation and $45,­ 
222,000 belonging to 270 banks as security 
for deposits. 
In tbe last ten years the num ber of active 
banks has increased nearly 60 per cent., 
while the am ount of bonds held to secure 
their notes has decreased in about the same 
proportion. 
The decrease of $41,000.000 in national 
hank circulation was the largest that has 
taken place w ithin any one year since this 
currency was first ¡9sued. The contraction 
which began in 1883-with a redemption of 
36 per cent, of the bonds has am ounted to 
$150,000,000. 
The outstanding tim es amounted to 
$211.000,000 on June 30th, with $78000 000 
of lawful m oney ou deposit for further re­ 
ductions. 
In proportion to the circulation 
the redem ptions were unusually heavy, 
but there has been a distinct felling off 
since February. Investigation of the canses 
which have produced tbe large accumula­ 
tion of funds in the Treasury tor the retire­ 
ment of these notes, leads to the conclusion 
that unless unfavorable conditions should 
arrise, the am ount will continue to run 
down until it reaches an unim portant 
figure. 
The net deposits during the year am ount­ 
ed to $32 484 415, of which sum $29,583,580 
was for the reduction of the circulation of 
active banks. 


U N C L E SAM ’S C O IN . 


R e p o r t o f th e O p e ra tio n a w l C o n d itio n 
o f th e N a tio n a l T re a s u ry . 
W a s h in g to n , 
November 
10th. — The 
Treasurer of the United States has sub­ 
m itted to Secretary W indom a report on 
the condition and operations of the Treas­ 
ury for the fiscal year ending June 30th. 
The year is characterized as the most re­ 
m arkable one in the history of public 
finances, both the revenues and expendi­ 
tures having been exceeded but few tim es 
since the foundation of the Government 
The former amounted to $387 060,058 84, 
and 'h e latter to $299 288,978 25, inclosive 
of $17,292,362 65 paid in prem ium s on 
bonds purchased. 
The surplus revenues 
were $87,761.080 59. a decrease of $23,580.­ 
103 04, as compared with the year 1884. 
Counting the prem ium on bonds as an or­ 
dinary expenditure, the receipts on account 
of the public debt am ounted to $245 111,350 
and the expenditures to $336,214,775. 
On June 20, 1888, there was in the Treas­ 
urer’s custody in cash and effective credits 
the sum of $764.729,535 51. and a year later 
the sum of $7G0 643 871 26 
The current 
liabilities decreased in the interval from 
$148,291 347 28 to $127.931 880 64. and the 
reserve from $229,805,600 61 to $198097,­ 
047 17. 
The gold in the Treasury in excess of the 
cert frates outstanding was $193 610.172 46 
in 1888 and $186,257 400 79 in 1S89. Not­ 
w ithstanding the loss of gold both in tbe 
aggregate and the am ount not covered by 
certificates, am ounting to nearly 4 per 
cent., the position of the Treasury was 
streng’hened in every respect, save the 
am ount of reserves. 
The total assets, liabilities and reserve all 
fell off about 14 per cent. 
At the beginning of the year free gold 
was $45.000,000 end at the close $58,000,000 
in excess ot the demand for liabilities and 
the unavailable funds, exclusive of up­ 
wards of $28,000,000 on deposit with the 
States under the law of 1836 amounted at 
the end of the year to $1.415,433 91, having 
been decreased by the appropriation of 
$2 401 643 to cover the losses in the New 
York Sub-Treasury and increased by the 
loss of $10 000 at San Francisco, reported 
by the Assistant Treasurer there in 1886. 
The Treasurer suggests that the recent 
method of keeping accounts by which it is 
charged with funds that do not exist 
should be changed so that the books would 
at ail times show the true state of the 
Treasury w ithout real or apparent discrep­ 
ancies. 
The aggregate obligations of the Govern­ 
ment at the close of the year, including the 
public debt, as stated by the department 
and national bank note redemption funds 
and deposit accounts of w hat the Treasurer 
has sole charge of were $1,810,678,475 06. 
The debt, less cash in the Treasury, was 
$1,050,034,603 80 as against $1,139,000,878 71 
tbe year before. 
The debt proper, consisting of interest- 
bearing bonds, outstanding notes and ma­ 
tured securities, decreased during the vear 
from $1,371.397,574 58 to $1,250,043,136 23. 
The total application of moneys to the 
extinction of the principal, including pre­ 
miums, was $138,562 741, of which sum 
$105,053 443 24 was derived front surplus 
revenues ami $33.509,297 76 was taken from 
the cash in the Treasury. 
The purchases of bonds amounted to 
$82,568,050 of 4) percents, and $38,100,400 
of four per cents. Tbe reduction of the 
annual interest charge effected by the op­ 
erations of tbe year was $5.239,580 65. 
The changes that took place í d currency 
were an increase ot about $31.000,000 in 
stock of silver contraction, of $41,000.000 in 
National bank circulation, aud a loss of 
$25,750,000 of gold. 
The total stock of gold, silver and circu­ 
lating notes was $2,085,334 571 64 in 1888, 
and $2,099.968,718 47 in 1889. 
It would seem irom these figures that 
there had been an increase of the circulat­ 
ing medium, but the certificates of deposit, 
which are included, are merely representa­ 
tive of moneys in the Treasury, and to 
connt them with coiu aud notes, to which 
they give title, would be a duplication. If 
they he set aside and the actual moneys de­ 
posited according to ownership the forego­ 
ing figures will be reduced to $1.698904,­ 
649 67 for 1S88, and $1,666,095,420 47 for 
1889, m aking an apparent contraction of 
about $33,000,000 in the total currency of 
the country. 
As the holdings of the Treasury de­ 
creased in the interval in the sum of $41.­ 
000.000, the circulation increased about 
$8,000,000. The public lost $18,000,000 of 
gold and $30,000,000 of notes, and gained 
$56,000,000 in silver. 
The comparrison of the currency in tbe 
country at the end of each of the last five 
years shows that the percentage of gold fell 
off only slightly, while it is still higher 
than it was at the end of any vear prior to 
1888. 
The redemption of worn and m utilated 
United States notes am ounted to $59.450,­ 
000. The calculated average life of the«e 
notes to keep the circulation in tbe re­ 
demptions at New Y ork in gold were $730,­ 
143.

CITY PEISONEHS. 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision that, so soon as stated, will be seen 
to accord with sound reason. A defendant 
was convicted of violating a city ordinance 
at Eureka and sentenced to a term in the 
county jail. On habeas corpus the Su­ 
preme Court holds that the prisoner under 
such a judgment cannot be held by com­ 
mitment addressed to the Sheriff; the 
prisoner must be confined in the city 
priscn. Whether the decision goes to the 
length of holding that prisoners committed 
from municipal courts must be confined in 
city prisons, or that only such as are con­ 
victed nnder city ordinances, we are not 
informed. 
1 he ruling directly and materially 
affects Sacramento. In a year’s time prob­ 
ably three hundred and fifty persons are 
confined in the county jail under commit­ 
ments issued hv the Police Court. These 
prisoners are to some small extent worked 
in the chain-gang in cleaning streets and 
keeping crossings clear of mud in winter. 
Under the new ruling all such will be con­ 
fined in the city prison, and consequently 
the cost of maintaining it will be materi­ 
ally increased. But on the other hand, the 
city will gain very much by having entire 
control over these prisoners. It can make 
them a working force of from thirty to 
forty per day. These men cau first be 
utilized in doing the necessary work about 
the prison consequent upon this increased 
force to he kept there; secondly, in pre­ 
paring stone for street improvement, 
which can thus be furnished at greatly re­ 
duced cost; thirdly, in work upon the 
streets, alleys and sewers. 
In the long run the city will be the 
gainer by the new system—it will really 
save money, for these prisoners can be 
made to very much more than pay for 
their keeping, since the cost of street work 
by utilization of a city force of prisoners 
will be much reduced Greater cleanli­ 
ness can he secured on all public highways 
also, and this in itself will be a material 
gam. However looked upon, therefore, 
the decision inures to the benefit of Sacra­ 
mento. 
INDIANS AS SOLDIERS. 
Major William Powell proposes in the 
United Slates Magazine that reservation In­ 
dians be enlisted in the regular army. He 
'holds that mauy of the reservation Indi­ 
ans will never become good farmers, while 
most of them may lie good soldiers. He 
cites the fact that European nations have 
armed the members of nomadic tribes in 
their territories and colonies. 
Russia 
arms the Cossacks and England the Se­ 
poys. This sounds well, but the scheme is 
not to be commended when a second 
thought is given to it. In the first place, 
the American Indian will not make a good 
soldier. The confinement, precision and 
disciplinary necessities of the army are 
repulsive to him, and barrack life soon be­ 
comes intolerable to one whose nature is 
interlinked with the idea of perfect free­ 
dom of action. In the second place, he 
does not feel, and with a very few excep­ 
tions cannot be made to feel, an interest 
in our civilization and institutions. He 
is the element in our community that of 
all others remains foreign and apart from 
our national life. He must continue to 
look upon the “ pale face” as a usurper of 
his birthright and a ruthless trespasser 
upon his hunting grounds, to which the 
Great Spirit had given him a title in fee 
simple. Aside from these considerations, 
in sujh a government as ours, this kind of 
material should not be grafted upon the 
army, since we should only wish American 
citizens to serve in such capacity. Mon­ 
archies may engage hirelings, and to keep 
aboriginal tribes in subjection may em­ 
ploy them to bear arms, but such a system 
in America would l>e foreign to the spirit of 
our institutions, tend to bring the army 
into disrepute, and have precisely the op­ 
posite effect from stimulating pride in the 
service. As a scout, a sort of free lance, 
the Indian is at times a useful auxiliary to 
frontier forces; as a regular in the army 
we do not believe he would give satisfac­ 
tion.

SACRAMENTO’S SHADE TREES. 
Aboricultural Vandalism—A Remedy De­ 
m anded. 
Eds. Record Union: The fact that I 
deem the street shade tree a matter of para­ 
mount importance to Sacramento city is 
the excuse for intruding upon your col­ 
umns a few ideas and suggestions on that 
subject. I observe frequent notice in your 
local columns lately of the cutting down 
and destruction of street shade trees, for no 
reason apparently but to satisfy the whim 
or caprice of some cranky property-bolder 
who fancies that his street view is too 
much obstructed, or that the rays of the 
sun are diverted in some particular direc­ 
tion thereby, or some other frivolous or 
nonsensical objection. Your issue of Mon­ 
day noted the ruthless destruction of as 
fine a row of Lombardy poplars as ever 
graced a street block on this coast—healthy, 
vig .rous trees of a quarter of a century's 
growth, that might and should have 
ornamented that section for a century 
hence. In various portions of the city like 
aboricultural vandalism is perpetrated al­ 
most weekly. Now I think it time to call 
a halt in this matter. It requires time— 
years and years—for a tree to grow; it 
takes but a few niinuies to utterly destioy 
that tree. 
This is a subject in which a whole com­ 
munity is interested; it does not concern 
tbe individual property-holder alone by 
any means. Whatever tends to make at­ 
tractive, beautiful, desirable and comforta­ 
ble in a community is a matter of general 
concernment. Take from beautiful Sacra­ 
mento its shade-trees, shrubbery and flow­ 
ers that now so profusely adorn it, and for 
at least six months of tbe year it would be 
about as undesirable a place of residence as 
the Desert of Sahara. 
In many of tbe Eastern towns and cities, 
notably in New England, there are munic­ 
ipal laws governing the culture of shade- 
trees, in which their removal or destruc­ 
tion is strictly prohibited, except by per­ 
mission of the town government. Such a 
law should obtain in Sacramento, and 
should be rigidly and impartially enforced. 
This city has now on its statute books an 
ordinance prescribing the exact location of 
trees lining sidewaiks, the precise dis­ 
tance from the street curb line; but 
this fact would htrdly be credited 
by the observer passing through our 
streets, who notes the hap-bazard, razzle- 
dazzle, zig-zag style of tree-planting 
on many of the blocks. Their position 
varies all the way from six inches to six 
feet—some of them, in fact, so near the 
outer edge that three or four years’ growth 
muBt damage or destroy the curb and in­ 
jure the gutters, and nullifying that aspect 
of beauty which symmetry and uniformity 
produce. I venture to assert that that ordt- 
uauce (like many others) has been violated 
with complete impunity; that there has 
never been even an attempt to enforce it. 
There is room for considerable improve­ 
ment in shade tree ornamentation about 
some of the school lots, to which the atten­ 
tion of the Board of Education is respect­ 
fully directed. Take, for example, the 
block at Ninth, Tenth. P and Q streets. At 
P and Tenth, for half a biock, a douhle 
row of splendid elnts, outside and inside 
the walk, delight tbe eye and add to the 
comfort of the pedestrian. 
The entire 
block should be similarly treated, as well 
as tbe other schbol lots in the city. When 
trees decay, die or languish, it would seem 
to be tbe part of wisdom to renew them. 
It is tbe general impression that it is the 
especial province of the State Gardener of 
the Capitol grounds to attend properly to 
the shrubbery of that splendid park, and 
when trees die or are accidentally de­ 
stroyed, that they should be replaced as 
soon as practicable. Does he do iff Let 
the “aching voids” answer.

ADVERTISING FRAUDS. 
Schemes by W hich the People Are to 
he Swindled. 
It is said that agents are ont in various 
parts of the State inducing people to ad­ 
vertise in certain publications on the 
promise that vast editions will be printed 
and circulated from the “California on 
Wheels" train, which ia soon to start for 
the East. Sacramento merchants, as well 
as those of other cities and towns of the 
State, have been repeatedly bled by these 
frauds, aud some of them have learned that 
the best advertising ntedinms are their 
borne newspapers. The Publication Com­ 
mittee of the State Board of Trade has 
just authorized the General Manager to 
i-sueacircularon the subject, whichshou’d 
put advertisers on their guard. They an­ 
nounce in plain terms that local publica­ 
tions will be circulated, bat not mere ad­ 
vertising pamphlets gotten up for the 
profit of the publishers. Following is the 
circular it) full:

18S9. j 
It having reen reported to these headquarters 
that a number of tentative publishers are can- 
vRising tbe State, claiming that the publications 
they represent will be circulated in large num­ 
bers from the ne-.v train "Californiaon Wheels,”- 
it appears to be necessary to state again that it 
is not within the limits of possibility to 
circulate all the publications which will 
be offered. Of necessity, therefore, we must 
confine the publications to be circulated 
from the cars to those published in the locali 
ties which they represent Mere advertising 
pamphlets, gotten up solely for the profit of the 
publisher, will lie refused distribution from the 
cars. Iu a numb r of instances the State Board 
of Trade has reason to believe that the repre­ 
sentations of proposed circulations are fraud­ 
ulent. 
Will you please give this the benefit of your 
circulation and very greatly oblige the State 
Board of Trade.

Gilmore's famous band, under the direc­ 
tion of P. S. Gilmore, who is the chief of 
American band organizers and directors, 
gave two concerts yesterday in the Agri­ 
cultural Pavilion to audiences that for a 
community of this size were very large. 
In the afternoon 2,000 attended, and 
at night 4,200 people were present. The 
concerts were received with evidences 
of appreciation that must have been grati­ 
fying to the veteran director. The combi­ 
nation he has brought to the coast is a 
very large and a very strong one, 
and 
presents as finely balanced a 
body of musicians aB probably have 
been gathered in the United Stalei. 
What most impressed the auditor is that 
tbe control of the director and his tine 
taste are such that there is no confusing 
or overpowering 
volume of 
sound, 
though there are about fifty performers 
before him. It is evident from the time 
the fi:st strains of the baud are heard, that 
a master hand controls, whose taste and 
musical judgment distinguish between a 
crash of instrumentation, and the devel­ 
opment of exquisite harmonies by a mul­ 
titude of instruments. But while there 
is not a roar of brass and reed, there is per­ 
fect roundness of tone, and all the maniles- 
tations of power; indeed, the auditor is 
constantly impressed with the sense of im­ 
mense reserve and repressed power in the 
band, and cannot help thinking that Gil­ 
more directs with a still rein and is engaged 
iu “holding,’' if the term may be used, the 
musicians before him. It is patent that 
every man in the combination is a thor­ 
oughly trained instrumentalist, since every 
instrument is expressively, tastefully and 
correctly played, and no one is prominent 
to tbe exclusion of another. The refine­ 
ment of tfie orchestration was a marked 
feature of the performances; it was that 
tare combination of simplicity and ele­ 
gance in dealing alike with classical and 
simpler subjects that won the band such 
favor with its audiences. The color, the 
contrast, were as strong as the most exact­ 
ing lover of the florid conld desire, but 
they were at bo time used to belittle the 
simple elegance of the performance. It 
was a deeply interesting exhibition to the 
lover of musical art. In novelty of har­ 
monies and richness of modulations, and 
the melodic character of all the instru­ 
mental parts, though there was wondrous 
complexity of tone resulting from the in­ 
tricate character of the composition, the 
grand scena from "the Huguenots” was the 
chief of the afternoon numbers, and next 
in order was Gillet’s simple and delightful 
“Sdionstnck,” (In The Mill). No toemes 
could be in stronger contrast, and yet both 
invite equal commendation for execution 
by the large body ot instrumentalists. Ir 
the introduction of cannon, fired by electric 
connection with the band stand, Gilmore 
approached about as near perfection as is 
to be attained. The six four-pounders 
were brought in with their deep bass em­ 
phasis with the precision of a drum beaten 
by a trained musician. In fact, fine appre­ 
ciation of time is one of the most noted 
characteristics of Gilmore’s direction. 
While the concerts were grand successes, 
and the finest examples of delicate and 
beautiful musical interpretation ever given 
by a band or orchestra in this city, truth 
demands that it should be added that the 
Pavilion is not the place ior any kind of a 
concert. Its four hundred feet of vacancy 
in all horizontal directions from the center, 
its eighty feet of height to the roof, makes 
it the tomb of sound, while the echoes 
offend and beat back the passages where 
the quality of power needs to be mani­ 
fested. Could the wings be closed, the main 
hall would be admirably adapted to concert 
nse. To ask such vocalists as sang there 
yesterday to entertain the audience in it, 
is little short of cruelty. The courage with 
which they met the occasion, however, 
speaks volumes for their devotion to their 
contraéis. Despite the appalling cave of 
space they were called upon to sing iDto, 
they won the plaudits of delighted audi­ 
ences. Signorina Da Vere is a soprano of 
great power and delicious sweetness and 
mellowness of tone. She has the highest 
of,all musical qualifications—feeling. Her 
enunciation is the very coinage of one of 
the most difficult of musical arts. Her 
voice is simply exquisite in its purity, and 
her method is apparently so effortless that 
it is a delight to hear her sing, such is her 
repose of manner, and yet her fervor of 
execuiion. Miss Dickerson’s voice is a 
contralto of strength and vigor, rich and 
resonant of tone and animate with fpeling. 
Signor Campanini, the tenor, is familiar to 
the musical public on the Pacific coast, and 
the quality of his voice is well known. If 
it is less sweet than formerly, it has not lost 
its peuetrating power. Signor Bologna, 
the basso cantante, was heard only in a trio, 
aud not to advantage. The trio, by the 
way. was a small affair—an old musical 
laughing fit, not worthy the occasion. 
Mme. Blanch Stone-Barton is a soprano in 
whose voice the dramaticqnality is happily 
mingled with lyric excellence. The im­ 
pression she created was most favorable. 
Fetvor and self-possession, with accuracy 
and power with reserve, characterized her 
performance. Signor Duzoisi is a tenor of 
not phenomenal voije but of sterling 
merit; his middle register contains his best 
notes—they are firm, devoid of “throati­ 
ness” and of effective quality. Myron 
Whitney, the well-known basso, shows far 
less of tbe wear of years than was antici­ 
pated. 
His singing testified to his 
thorough knowledge of music. 
His 
voice retains its sympathetic quality. It is 
probable that save in his upper notes not 
half the audieDce heard this basso, of 
whom Americans have so many years been 
proud; but this was due to the immensity 
of the auditorium and its bad acoustic 
properties. 
Of the instrumental soloists, in the after­ 
noon Mr. Lefebre alone appeared. His 
"He.-urrection,” upon tbe saxophone, was 
a performance that would satisfy the most 
exact taste, but that he should have made 
so uDfortuDate a selection for an en­ 
core as the “ Cricket on the Hearth ” 
afrer his exquisite rendering of “Resur­ 
rection,” is to be regretted. In the 
evening Bent (cornet) and Raffayalo 
(euphonium) gave the “Miserere” fault­ 
lessly. Herman Bellsledt, coruetist, played 
the “Centennial Polka” as only a finished 
artist can. Critically judged, it was by 
ail odds the most prominent and artistic ot 
all the solos. The programme presented 
the name of Miss Clara Poole as a con­ 
trario, but the lady is sick and has not ap­ 
peared with the troupe for some week3. In 
the evening, 111 her place, Miss Dickerson 
reappeared, and while her selection from 
the "Huguenots” was not executed level 
with the "Rondo” ot the afternoon, she 
proved how 
capable 
and 
effective 
an 
artist 
she is. 
The 
gem of 
the evening instrumentation by the 
band was “The Pearl Fishers,” and it was 
the most difficult of all the twenty-one 
numbers given by the band in the two con­ 
certs. The finale of the evening was the 
"Star-spangled Banner” and the anvil 
chorus, two in one number, as an extra, 
aDd with artillery accompaniment. 
Considered as a whole, the Gilmore en­ 
gagement here proved to be the most notable 
tunsical event recorded in our annals. 
Gilmore could return here and command 
larger audiences than those of yesterday. 
Speaking of him Harper's Weekly of a re­ 
cent date said “Patrick Sarsfielii Gilmore 
to day stands without a peer in his line in 
this country, if not abroad.” It is probable 
that the audiences of yesterday would, 
if they could be “ pooled,” concur in that 
judgment. He organized his band in 1858, 
and tbere are men in the organization to­ 
day who have been members of it for more 
than twenty years. He is 00 years old. but 
directs to-day with ss much skill and or­ 
ganizes with as fine a judgment as when at 
New Orleans in 1804, us Chief of the Bands 
of the Array of the Gulf, be lead in the 
‘ Star Spangled BaDner ’ 10,000 children’s 
voices and 500 mnsical|in9trunienls, sup­ 
ported by the sub-bass of 36 pieces of artil­ 
lery fired by electricity. 
At the Metropolitan Theater to-night 
Frank Mayo, one of the greatest favorites 
of California in the earlier days, now an 
actor in his prime, will appear as "Davy 
Crockett.” 
It is a backwoods idyl of 
never failing “drawing” capacity. It is to 
Mayo what Rip Van Winkle is to Joe Jef­ 
ferson—it is his creation, and no other can 
approach him in it. The rifle Mavo uses 
in the play is one captured by his close 
friend, the gallant Custer, at the great 
“Wacbita” Indian fight. Frank Mayo is a 
dramatic artist—painstaking, conscientious, 
strong and characterized by a dep:h of 
feeling in all he does that vraiizes every 
part he essays. He will be supported by 
his own company, some of whom have 
been with him for five or six years. Tbe 
prices are 50 and 75 cents for seats to-night, 
with no extra charge for reserving.

ETNA PERRY’S DISAPPEARANCE. 
A W oodland Gentleman Gives a Some­ 
what Different Version of It. 
For the past week the San Francisco pa­ 
pers have been fall of special dispatches 
regarding the “ mysterious disappearance ” 
of Miss Etna Perry, a Woodland lass.

For some ’cause she did 
not meet me, and while I was sitting in the 
waiting-room I picked up the Examiner, 
and glancing through the ‘want ads.’ I no­ 
ticed that a dressmuker in the city wanted 
help, and as I had worked at dressmaking 
I concluded to go aDd apply for the posi­ 
tion. I went to the city and went to work. 
I wrote to my mother and also to my 
brother-in-law John Hughes, of Capay 
valley, but for some reason both letters 
miscarried. My brother-in-law got his day 
before yesterday and came to the city im­ 
mediately. Mother’s has not yet arrived. 
As soon as I found that they did not know 
where I was and were very amious about 
me, I came home. While I was in the 
city 1 stayed with Mrs. Jacobs, aud that is 
all there is of this big sensation. I acted 
just as any other woman who is of age 
would do. I am very sorry that the papers 
have made such a talk about the matter, 
and am more sorry that my parents have 
been in such mental anguish about me, 
but I supposed they knew of my where­ 
abouts all the time.” 
This quieted matters, and the sensation 
was apparently shelved. 
A Rkcord-Union reporter sauntered into 
the Golden Eagle Hotel yesterday, and one 
of the first persons he encountered was a 
prominent resident of Woe iand. “Quite 
a little sensation you had over that Perry 
case in your town, wasn't it?” was the re­ 
porter's first utterance. 
"Well, yes; rather," replied the gentle­ 
man. “But you newspaper fellows were 
left all around 011 that story—that is, the 
correct story. Nobody got hold of it, and 
the girl’s statement of her wanderings was 
accepted as genuine. Hal H a!” 
“Why, what do yon mean?” 
“Just what I say. The story, in truth, is 
rather a different affair from what has been 
published, and front what Miss Perry has 
told. It would surprise you if I told you 
that she never went near Dixon or San 
Francisco, and never intended to, wouldn’t 
it? But there is no need of mystifying 
you. Sit down and I’ll tell you the correct 
business. Etna Perry’s mother was mar­ 
ried twice, and by her first husband had a 
son, who is now in Port Townsend. About 
a week or two ago this son was arrested up 
there for embezzlement, and his case is 
now before the Courts—you probably read 
ail about it in tbe press dispatches at the 
time. Now, very few neople in Woodland 
kDew that this was Mrs. Perry’s son, and 
she was not desirous of having it known. 
He needed assistance, and the mother did 
not dare to go herself, for fear of the talk 
that would foiiow, and so she planned the 
mysterious disappearance of tbe daughter, 
so that the latter might go to Port Town­ 
send and aid the son financially ami other­ 
wise. The daughter went,did up the business 
and returned and nobody was the wiser, 
as to the real facts iu the case.

But yesterday was an ofl-day. The base­ 
ball exhibition was of the school-boy order, 
the attendance amounted to about fifty 
and the “grand balloon ascension" was a 
miserable failure. 
The Brightons and All-Americas, the op­ 
posing nines, proved to be a m ixture of all 
the amateur clubs of Sacramento and vicin­ 
ity, with a couple of shelved professionals 
thrown in.

EMMA STR00SHYMER. 
Funeral of the Unfortunate W om an Yes­ 
terday. 
The funeral of the unfortunate woman, 
Emma Stroosbvmer, who committed sui­ 
cide Friday, was held yesterday afternoon.

PROSPECTIVE VISITORS. 
Battery A, N. G. C., W ould Like to Visit 
Sacram ento. 
Colonel Perrie Kewen, Assistant Adju­ 
tant-General, has received from Joseph 
Berry, Lieutenant of Battery A, Second 
Artillery, N. G. C., a communication to the 
effect that the battery is desirous of visiting 
Sacramento. The battery proposes to give, 
while here, an exhibition drill and ball for 
the benefit of some charitable institution. 
Colonel Kewen thinks that the battery 
should come bv all means, and designates 
the Protestant Orphan Asylum as the in­ 
stitution for whose benefit the drill.and 
ball should be given. 
The battery is a San Francisco company, 
and is the oldest military company in the 
State. It was organized July 27, 1849.

BnSiSESS 
HOUSES. 


SOMETHING CONCERNING AN OLD 
TIME ESTABLISHMENT. 


The A dvantages of This Trade Center 
and the R elation of the “ Red 
H ouse ” to Them . 


In reviewing Ihe history and present con­ 
dition of the business houses of Sacra­ 
mento, one of the earliest of the large es­ 
tablishments that by its commercial prom­ 
inence suggests itself, is that of “ The Red 
House T rade Union,” more familiarly 
known as "The Red House,” situated at 
714 and 716 J street and 713 and 715 Oak 
avenue. 
It was founded by C. H. Gilman, the 
present proprietor in 1874, and is to-day a 
monument to his petseverance, tenacity of 
pnrpose and business skill. Beginning in 
a small way, being the first to establish the 
one price and open marking system, he has 
adhered to them faithfully, been compli­ 
mented by copyists and has built up a wide, 
strong and constantly expanding trade. 
From a simple, small aud crowded store­ 
room his establishment has widened and 
deepened until it now covers over 13 000 
square feet, divided into four floors of 20 
feet each by 160 feet in depth, besides 16 
feet by 40 of storage space additional on the 
Oak-avenue lower floor. 
The establishment is divided into four­ 
teen departments, the names of which suf­ 
ficiently indicate the varied character of 
the stock carried. The J-street floor first 
on the east contains the boot and shoe de­ 
partment, eighty feet deep; opposite, the 
clothing department, eighty feet; and to 
the rear of this the hat and the men's and 
youth's furnishing departments, each 
eighty feet deep. Next on the west and 
tront is the fancy goods department, each 
side, and adjoining it the drygoods and the 
cloak and wraps departments. To the rear 
of these, and running back to the rear wall, 
is the millinery supply and millinery man­ 
ufacturing departments. 
On the Oak-avenue floor, to which stair­ 
ways lead from those already named, on 
the east comes the department of trunks, 
valises, etc., supplemented by carpet rugs, 
on the west side ot this section. The re­ 
mainder of this floor is occupied by the de­ 
partment of toys, of which, as we write, au 
enormous stock is being unloaded. Ao en­ 
tire carload, lor instance, of children's 
wagons have not yet been put in stock. 
Adjoining are sections devoted to tinware, 
crockery, crystal ware and general notions 
in endless variety. 
On the west twenty feet of the Oak ave­ 
nue floor we find blankets, heavy woolens, 
etc. and to the rear the offices, rooms, 
desks and appliances of the country order 
department. The country order business, 
by the way, if not originated by Mr. Gil­ 
man, certainly credits him with being a 
pioneer of the system. Under it, elaborate 
illustrated catalogues of from 170 to 200 
pages, quarto form, are issued fall and 
spring. These are sent abroad throughout 
the Pacific coast, and result in orders from 
all points of the compass. If desired,sam­ 
ples are sent, and the orders resulting, 
whether calling for the mcst trifling 
article or a fall stock 
of goods, 
are filled with as much care, faithfulness 
and promptness as if the purchaser stood 
before the salesman. The vast majority of 
ihe orders filled are sent out through the 
mails, thus insuring speedy and cheap dis­ 
patch. Neither time can be given nor 
space accorded to elaboration of this sys­ 
tem, into which so many business houses 
have now entered. It must suffice to say 
that under the Red House system it has 
now the entire confidence of the Pacific 
coast public, which from Washington Ter­ 
ritory to Mexico and from California to the 
furthermost Idaho line, sends orders either 
to fill by sample or catalogue, in the dis­ 
cretion of the managers of the department 
in the Red House. 
There are upwards of fifty employes in 
the establishment, distributed among the 
several departments, aud these are engaged 
for special fitness for their several tasks. 
Concerning the stock carried by the Red 
Honse, it is to be said that Mr. Gilman 
keeps buyers in the Eastern and home 
markets, who purchase for him di­ 
rect, and the middle man is thus 
eliminated from the Red House sys­ 
tem. In many departments the supplies 
are made to the order of the house. Thus, in 
the matter of boots and shoes, of which an 
enormous stock is carried, they are manu­ 
factured at the East expressly for the house, 
and to meet the exact demand of its trade, 
upon the pulse of which Mr. Gilman ttas 
so long kept his finger that he knows pre­ 
cisely what is wanted. So, too, in clothing 
and men’s furnishing goods, the house 
commands, by sample of the stock, the 
manufacture of quality and style, exactly 
as needed, and this need is always the re­ 
sponse to the trade demand of the city. 
Stale and coast. 
In the millinery department, where 
skilled operatives are employed, the man­ 
ufacture is both for bhelf and case and to 
the order of the buyer. By a system of 
records, any millinery order can be dupli­ 
cated at short notice, no matter how far 
back the order dates. In the dry goods 
department the prevailing trade, fashion 
and demand, in either silks or calicoes, 
woolens or mixed fabrics, are considered 
and met. In fancy goods, all novelties, 
from silver service to decorative articles, 
are kept up to the standard of a substantial 
and well ordered establishment, of wide 
trade. 
Cheapness, consistent with quality, is a 
feature of the business, and, in fact, general 
cheapness distinguishes the house, due to 
direct purchases and in immense quanti­ 
ties, and to the rapidity with which the 
stock is turned over, owing to the very 
broad trade area occupied aud consequent 
steady demand upon ail departments of the 
establishment. 
Whatever advantage Sacramento has asa 
commercial center accrues to the benefit of 
the patrons of tne Red House. These are 
positive, important and unsurpassed, as, for 
instance, the centrality of the location of 
the city, its many railroad connections, 
freedrm from dock and drayage charges, 
lowness of rental values of property, ease 
of handling goods because of the situation 
of the business houses and their contiguity 
to the shipping platforms, general econ­ 
omy in the conduct of business where 
large fixed capital in costly buildings, fancy 
priced realty and the expenses of «crowded 
uietropolis, are unnecessary ; and finally, 
the capacity to receive, fill orders and ship 
goods on the same day. While the Red 
House is thus a general supply establish­ 
ment, it makes an especial uddress to the 
trade of farmers, it having been Mr. Gil­ 
man’s idea from the outset that the agri­ 
cultural regions needed better facilities for 
obtaining supplies and goods especially 
adapted to their needs. 
WAHL’S NOTE. 
K ernerleber Is Beaten in H is Suit lor the 
Am ount of It. 
On Friday and Saturday cf last week 
there was on trial in the Superior Court at 
Martinez, a suit of some interest, the parties 
to which are well known in Sacramento, 
Gotlieb Kernerleber being the plaintiff, and 
Christ Wahl, the proprietor of the Colum­ 
bus Brewery, being the defendant. 
The testimony developed that in May, 
1886, the plaintiff left $1.200 with the de­ 
fendant on deposit, Mr. Wahl giving a note 
as security, or a receipt for the money. 
Subsequently the plaintiff became the 
agent for the Columbus Brewery at Galt, 
and conducted the Empire aDd Pba-nix 
saloons there for about two years, during 
which time Wahl paid the note, but Ker­ 
nerleber retained the same. Suit was 
broueht on the same for $1,180, the amount 
claimed, and interest at six per cent, per 
annum from May, 1886. 
The case was tried before Judge Jones 
and jury, resulting in a verdict for the de­ 
fendant, Mr. Wahl. W. A. Gett, Jr., of 
this city, was the attorned for Wahl.

B e c o riis o f T w e lv e Y e ars. 
The norm al tem perature for October, as 
deduced from a record of 35 years, is 62°, 
and for this m onth the sam e; in other 
words, the heat of this m onth was of tne 
kind usnally occurring in this city and 
vicinity. 
The norm al rainfall as deduced from a 
record of 40 years is .56 of an inch, while 
this m onth gave 6.02 inches, which is 5.36 
inches in excess of the average of m any 
years, and the largest total rainfall for Oc­ 
tober ever before recorded in a period of 40 
years. The years upon which there was 
an inch and over were as follows : October, 
1849,1 50 inches; 1854, 1.01 inches: 1S58, 
3 01 inches: 1569, 2.12 inches; 1874, 2.26 
inches; 1876, 345 inches; 1882, 2.63 inches; 
1884, 2.01 inches, and this m onth, 1889, 6.02 
inches, showing but nine years out of forty 
where the rainfall for the entire m onth of 
October is over one inch. The following 
table gives the general comparison of the 
weather for October for twelve years:

W a s h i n g t o n , November 10th.—Commis­ 
sioner of Indian Aflairs Morgan, in his an­ 
nual report, says he entered upon the dis­ 
charge of the duties of his position with 
some strongly cherished convictions,which 
he epitomized as follows : The anomalous 
position heretofore occupied by the Indians 
cannot much longer be m aintained. The 
logic of events demands the engrafting of 
the Indian into our national life, not as an 
Indian, but as an American citizen, as 
soon as wise conservatism will w arrant it. 
The relations of the Indian to the Govern­ 
m ent m ust rest solely upon a full recogni­ 
tion of his individuality. 
Each Indian is entitled to his proper 
share of the inherited wealth of his tribe, 
and to the protection of the Courts in his 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
H e is not entitled to be supported in idle­ 
ness. The Indians m ust conform to the 
white m an's ways, peaceably if they will, 
forcibly if thev must. They m ust 'adjust 
themselves to their environm ents and con­ 
form their mode of living substantially to 
our civilization. 
The paiam onnt duty of the hour is to 
prepare the rising generation of Indians for 
the new order of things thus forced apon 
them . 
In this connection the Commissioner re­ 
fers to his scheme of schools outlined in 
these dispatches several days ago. Tribal 
relations should be broken np, socialism 
destroyed, and the family and autonomy of 
the individual substituted, the allotment of 
lands in severalty, the establishment cf 
local courts and police, the development 
of a personal sense of independence and 
the universal adoption of the English 
language are the m eans to this end. 
The chief thing to be considired in the 
adm inistration of the bureau is the char­ 
acter of the men and women employed to 
carry out the designs of the Government. 
Tbe best system m ay be perverted to bad 
ends by incom petent or dishonest per­ 
sons employed to carry it into execution, 
while a very bad sys’em may yield good 
results if wisely and honestly adm inis­ 
tered. 
Considerable space is devoted to Indian 
education. The num ber of pupils at 147 
Indian schools is 6 956 and the coat of 
m aintain n 
these schools the first fiseal 
year was $869.075. The work of carrying 
out the provisions cf the Government al­ 
lotm ent Act is progressing satisfactorily 
and as rapidly es due regard to the con­ 
dition of tbe Indians wili perm it. N u­ 
m erous cases are noted where whites have 
taken possession of lands belonging to in ­ 
dividual Indians and measures are urged 
for their protection. The condition of the 
Indians at the several agencies is described 
as genera! lv good
